1, The Polish Ate Fores Technical School (Techniezm szkola lotnicza) Located 
at Boernerowo, a suburb of Varsay, is open on a voluntary basts to ali 
Polish army personnel. Eyery soldier, after serving three months in the 
amy, 1s eligible to take the entrance examinations. The students are 
orranized into three hattalions two of vhbich take a two-yoar course of 
studies at the school. The third battalion covers the sane subjocts in 
less detail in a one~yesar course. 


2, Each student mat specialize in one of the four following classifications 
and take supplemontary courses in the others: 


a. Aviation mechanies, divided into classes on bombers, cround support 
aireraft and Mighter planes, This course was taught by 8 or 9 instruc- 
tors and lecturers and attended by thres companies of students. Attached 
to the sehool for practical training jn aviation mechanics were one Il~2 
Hs support plane, ome Pe-2 bomber, one YAK-9 fighter, and one Peo-2 

poscible Pa-3) reconnaissance planc. 


b. Electrical nechanies. This course was given to three classes of 16~20 
students each, and ws taught by four instructors. Preblens discussed 
included the origin and uso of electrical energy, transformers, storare 
batteries and the electrical installation of asronctors (sie). 


a. Radio. This course wag given to three classes of 12-16 students each and 
taught by four instructors. Problems discussed inelided the construction 
of transmitters and receivers and systens of comrmnication including in- 
struction in Morse signalling, . 


ad. Armanents, This course was given to three classes of 12-14 students each, 
and taught by four instructors. Problems discussed included ballistics, 
asrial bombs and bombing, and alrermft arnanont « 


3. Political lectures vere given four hours a week by eicht political instructors 
uho had been ~raduated from the political officers! school in Lodz. In addition 
to theoretical instruction and lectures, practical work was done in tho various 
school vorkshops, and military drill was exercised. Tent fuelve Soviet instruc~ 
tors attached to the school did not teach but trained and indoctrinated the 
Polish instructors.
